2. In light of the amendments to the claims of 11/13/2009 the rejections of claims as 
set forth on pages 4-8 of the Office Action of 05/1 3/2009 are WITHDRAWN. The 
amended claims require the detection of a G nucleotide in the SCN1 A gene at the 
position corresponding to position 517 of SEQ ID NO: 1, where such nucleotide content 
is not taught by the prior art.
